The call for a fresh look at 



the disturbing facts has the 
backing of prominent 
Washington lawyer, Bernard 
Penstenvald who is director of 
the Committee to Investigate 
^sassinations. 

' He says: "It can be proved 
that Lee Harvey Oswald could 
not have carried out the 
assassination of President 
Kennedy-alone." 

' Until now Congressman 
Gonzalez, although critical of 
the Warren Commission,* has 
conceded that the evidence it 
heard during its inquiry into 
the assassination supported 
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the finding that Oswald acted 
alone. - ' 

But the recently revealed 
"W’hite House horrors", has 
moved him to the opinion that 
Congress must now step in 
with a full-scale inquiry of its 
own. .

' They were the sort of ihen to 
whom assassination of 
political enemies was an 
acceptable part of their 
"black". oprations. - 
Among the other points Gon- 
zalez believes should be in- 
vestigated are: Allegations of 
conspiracy raised by the 
former New Orleans District 
Attorney Jim Garrison. : 
Gonzalezsays: "Some of the 
information he presented has 
not been rebutted — involving 
individuals in the Louisiana 
area as well'as Cubans, 
government agents and CIA.". 

Visits by Lee Harvey 
Oswald from New Orleans to 
Mexico City at a time when E. 
Howard Hunt was the CIA sta- 
tion chief there. 

Gonzalez says: "You have
